The subject of this moctlm; waa 
"Substation, Coiiatructlon" find the 
paper dealt with the details of tho 
electrical section of the new Cn na- 
il Inn pin tit of tho Koril .Motor Com- 
pany of Cautuln. 

Tho plant la situated at Ford City 
near Windsor, Ontario, directly across 
the Detroit River 'from tho city of 
Detroit. In general, conl Is landed 
from the river boats and is distilled 
to remove the çns, and .ho pnx burned 
to generate steam to drive the elec- 
tric 'generators. Thin electric power 
is used in the macines In the factory 
and the substation is tho contre from 
which it is distributed to the differ 
ent parts of the factory. 

After giving; a general outline, of 
of the layout of the substation Mr 
Howes proceeded to describe the 
details of the different pieces of 
apparatus therein and along with the 
details, gave very interesting points 
on the processes of assembling the 
different electrical inachinery. The 
pictures thrown on the screen were 
very Instructive and served to Illus- 
trate many of the points referred to. 

The eubject is one that concerns 
practically all eioctrLcal students and 
Howes succeeded remkrkably well 
In covering the main points of the 
field. It was very unfortunate that 
there was no time for a discussion 
for the number of Interesting points 
brought up would certainly have 
brought forth numerous questions but 
for the lateness of tho hour when the 
paper was completed.

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SINCERITY 

In the common utterances of every-day life, how many of u* 
are really sincere? Is there not a tendency to make a statement

Dr. Vorto: opened the meeting with 
a few words as to the purpose and 
aim uf the Sigma Ni. vir... to learn of 
the secrets "t nature and reveal them 
tii the world. He introduced Dr. Ban- 
croft, who is head o? the department 
of Physlcul Chemistry at Cornell and 
a colloidni chemist r.f 'international 
repute us an eminent physical chemist 
and a noted public speaker or. scienti- 
fic subjects. 

Color and Pigmentation 
Dr. Bancroft began by saying that 
the physicist and

Those 
changes may be observed from any 
angle, sometimes changing enormously 
from green nil the way to a golden 
orange. As an interesting point, the 
speaker, brought out the fad by 
thickening the feathers of white pi- 
geons or painting them with a black 
background it was possible to produce 
all the effects as seen In blue-birds, 
peacocks, etc. 

Some very interesting pictures were 
thrown on the screen showing the 
manner in which n flounder or sole 
adapts hlmselt to his surroundings. 
These fish change colour to corres- 
pond with their background, even to 
imitating fairly well geometrical pat- 
terns. These slides marking the close 
of the lecture wore very unusual, (|. 
lustratlng, as they did, the protective 
u>-e of Coloring in the animal and 
plant life. 

Dr. Kvo then moved a vote of thanks 
to Dr. Bancroft and in doing so pre- 
sented the speakor with a volume. "On 
Permanent Colours," published in 1794 
and written by. Dr. Edward Bancroft, 
The volume, written in the quaint and 
charming style of the time, formerly 
was the property of the Barl of 
Mansofield.

(Continued from Page, 1i 
the mystery rooms. Tin-lined to 
obviate electrical interference they 
contain the boards and panels of dials 
and valves that in some manner mys- 
tifying to the average layman, the 
ethereal waves are made to serve him. 

The first of these two small rooms 
contains the power amplifiers and 
the second of these contains the rec- 
tifiers, oscillators and modulators 
which are adjusted for a given ra.dia- 
iton. The plant has a two and one 
half Kilowatt output. 

The installation was originally made 
by the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Co., and wns recently renovated. 
While Impressive and efficient iti
